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QUIET AT HOMESTEAD 
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Town Under Martial Law. 
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WILL HOT OPERATE UNDER ARMED HER 


More of Carnegie's Men Goon Strike— 


Sudden Activity ol the Troops— 


Qov. Pallieon Done to In- 


spect the Troops. 


Martial Lav and Good Order Prevail at 


Homestead-Will Surrender 


Thslr Arms. 


HOMKBTKAII, I'a., July M.—Compared 


with Its condition for a weej< past, 
Homestead to-day is in a state of stngnn- 
tlon. Itood order has boon maintained, 
and none of the disquieting Incidents of 
yesterday were repeated. Maj.-den. 
Snowden took practical control of the 
town in tho morning by Issuing an 
order directing tin- provost marshal 
to arrest any polleemen 
or other 


pernoni supposed to ho in authority 
for interference with strangers. His 
decision In this regard was based on 
tbe unprecedented nets of the special 
policemen yesterday. 
D While martial law was not declared, 
the town Is practically under its pro- 
visions. The streets arc picketed by 
squads of armed militiamen and tho 
state troops have succeeded tho town 
authorities In maintaining order and 
dispensing justice except in case offe 
actual transgression against the bor- 
ough laws and the criminal code of thu 
state. 


Two reports circulated caused tho only 


uneasiness felt during the day. Onoof 
those proved to be true; the othm1 was 
erroneous. The rumor that 400 normn- 
ion workman were to In* brought to 
town in tho afternoon, caused quite a 
gathering nromui tbe railway Hlatlon 
nnd along the tracks, but the expected 
"black sheep" (as they aro called) did 
not appear.

rinkerton men have already expressed 
a willingness to turn over tin: captured 
weapons to the proper authorities. 
This willingness Is significant in show- 
ing that there is little disposition 
toward another conlllct at arms on the 
part of the mill workmen. Tliny do 
not four another invasion of Vlnkerton 
men and it Is almost wholly against 
the IMnkertons that their sanguinary 
instinct.1) are directed. 


The congressional investigation is 


believed here to have settled forever 
tbe power of the groat detective agency 
ar, nn armed band, and the workmen 
feel uwurcd that no further attempt to 
ustt the agency's employes will be made 
by the Carneglo company until after 
the matter has been disposed of in tho 
honsu of representatives and not then, 
of course, if the report adopted Is 
agnlnst the use of armed bnmN in the 
suppression of labor troubles. 


This knowledge has given the work- 


men a elmnt'e to slimv their real feel- 
ings concerning conlliots nt imuM to 
settle their troubles, and Hie fact that 
so many are willing to glvo up thu 
weapons in their possession is looked 
on as evidence of tlieir desire for peace. 


Tbe advisory committee is dally in 


receipt of telegrams and letters from 
all parts of the Union, expressing sym- 
pathy with the cause of the locliednut 
men. Only a few of tbe communica- 
tions received have been the reverse of 
complimentary and sympathetic. 


When the I'lnkcrton rilles are turned 


over to the proper authorities, it i.s 
probable that some aetion will be taken 
towards securing the explosives the 
workmen arc alleged to have in their 
possession.

gaged in n search for those supposed 
stores. 


Interest in the Homestead troublo 


has boon largely transferred to tho 
congressional Investigation at Pitts- 
burgh and the Carnegie mills there. 
The Homestead people believe that the 
house committee will make a report, 
against the use of the Pmkerton men 
at Homestead, and they are watching 
with intense interest any movement on 
the part of the mill workers in the city 
towards joining the strike. 
Important Action ot Superintendents, 
Bosses, Etc. 


IloucsTKAD, I'a., July 15.—A meet- 


ing of foremen, superintendents of de- 
partments and boss mechanics of the 
Carnegie mill was hel:l yesterday and 
action was taken which will havo an 
Important bearing on the situation. 
These men are not on strike and they 
have not until now taken any action 
favorable to the workmen, Yosterday 
th«y resolved that they would not oper- 
ate thu works under an armed guard. 
This decision practically means that 
the mills will not Iw run with non- 
union labor and the Carnegie comp'any 
must settle with Its Homestead men 
before resuming operations. 


Several members of tho advisory 


board confirmed the report of the nc- 
tlou by the heads of department. One 
prominent leader said it would bo utter- 
ly Impossible for work to bo resumed 
without the ci>-oporatlon of the fore- 
man, as no men can be found to take 
their places, even If nonunion steel 
workers are obtained. Ho also said that 
there Is little probability of any number 
of the latter being induced to come to 
Homestead. He said that not a board- 
ing houM or hotel In town will feed 
one of these men, and skilled mechan- 
ics cannot be induced to live In touts or 
shanties Inside of the mill. Hlsconclu* 
•Ion I* that the only alternative left to 
the Carnegie people is a settlement 


Indignant this evening at the publica- 
tion of an alleged interview with one 
of their number In a Pittsburgh after- 
noon paper, which stated that the 
Homestead mon do not want the em- 
ployes of Carnegie's Thirty-third and 
Twenty-ninth street mills at Pitts- 
burgh to go out Their position Is Just 
the reverse of this. They want every 
employe of a mill in which Carnegie Is 
interested to quit work, and to remain 
out until tho trouble at Homestead is 
settled In a way satisfactory to tho 
Amalgamated association. It is a mat- 
tor of fact 
that

go out, and in reply to the charge that 
such a course vnjuld be a breach of 
contract, thu other mills having signed 
the scnlc, they take tho position that 
tho different Carnegie mills ore only 
branches or departments of one plant 
and a refusal to recognize tho lodge of 
tbe association In any of the mills is an 
attack upon tbe association as a whole. 
Such a, claim is sufficient to warrant 
the men in going out, though their 
own has no grievance. They claim that 
the breach of contract is on the part of 
the Carnegie people In refusing to rec- 
ognize and treat with the Amalga- 
mated association,and that tbe moil aro 
acting on the defensive and for their 
self-preservation. 
More of Carnegie's lien Qolng on Strike. 


PiTTsnUROU, Pa., July IIS.—Yester- 


day afternoon the members of the 
Amalgamated association employed in 
Oarnegic'u union iron mills at Twenty- 
nlniith and Thirty-third street carried 
out their threat to stop work unless a 
conference was opened by the chair- 
man, 
H. C. Prlek, with the Homestead 


workmen. 


Shortly after 18 o'clock, as their heats 


were rnn, tbe men began leaving the 
works in squads. Ky fi o'clock tho mills 
were practically deserted. Tbe move 
was in symputhy for the lockedout men 
at Homestead and independent of the 
Amalgnmtod association, the strikers 
voluntarily forfeiting any claim upon 
the association's treasury in tho nature 
of strike benefits or financial assist- 
ance. The men do not fear that thoir 
places In these mills will bo filled with 
"blaelc sheep," and bave no idea when 
they will be ready to return to work. 


Tliis is the busiest season of the year 


for these mills and builders will bo 
especially affected by tills strike. 


Superintendent Dillon shook hand', 


witli many of the men as they left, ex- 
pressing regret at tho course they had 
adopted. He could give no information 
a.s to tbe course the company would 
pursue. Tho laborers will be kept at 
work a few days longer. It Is said that 
lumber wherewith to build a high fence 
about tlic upper mills has been ordered 
and will be put up at once. Superin- 
tendent Tato, of tho Keystone bridge 
works, says that tbe bridge works 
would not be affected by the strike at 
tile other mills. 


Sudden Activity of the Troops. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 15.—Three 


hundred men were discovered assem- 
bled In tho rear of the buildings on 
Eighth avenue, just below the strikers' 
headquarters, by the patrol shortly af- 
ter dark last evening. There were 
other gatherings in 
out-of-the-way- 


places about town. Tho guards at 
Important points were doubled 
at 


once, nnd orders issued which placed 
tho soldiers in readiness for any emer- 
gency which might arise. A picket 
line one mile In length was thi-own out 
iH'twoon the town and the Carnisgle mill. 
Maj. Crawford Is In charge of these 
guards. Ho placed twenty ipicked men 
across Eighth avenue, at the corner of 
tbo poor farm property, and every per- 
son who attempted to pass down the 
street 
was hattod 
at 
the point* 


of a half dozen of bayonets. Down 
the avenue they were permitted to pass 
the line, but no others were admitted. 
Similar lines of guards are thrown out 
on all sides. 


Col. Oreen, provost marshal, was on 


duty at his headquarters, near the 
southwest corner of tho mill property. 
The second battalion was held in re- 
serve in their tents close by. All these 
preparations wore made quietly, and 
few of tho citizens of the borough knew 
that any extra precautions were being 
taken. No reason could be learned for 
tho sudden activity of the troops fur- 
ther than the fact that the men were 
scon gathering in groups about the 
town, and at several of the saloons 
there was more drinking and more loud 
talk than usual. 


Ooiie to Inspect the Troops,

Inquest Over the Body of M«J. W. 


a Smith. 


THE CHIRAC™ OFTHE AWFUL CRIME 


Brought Out by the Evidence, and the 


Prisoner Held Without Ball Un- 


dtt the Usual Verdict in 


Buch Cases. 


Returned to Washington. 


PiTTsnuiinH, Pa., July 15.—The bouse 


committee on investigation of the Home- 
stead riots returned to Washington last 
nijrht, leaving this city at B o'clock. 


Tho Soldlsra Will Here to Plffht. 


SPOKANK, Wash., July IB.—It was re- 


ported yesterday morning that the 
tyission massacre was greatly exag- 
gerated, thut only one man was killed 
and be accidentally. It is now re- 
ported that the troops have penetrated 
into the mining district as far as Wal- 
lace, and that rioting is going on there. 
The reported peaceable Intention of 
the minors is evidently a bluff and the 
soldiers will have to flght. The troops 
from Fort Spokane left here at 11 
o'eliMilt yustorday morning for the seat 
of war. 


CLAVTOH, Mo., July 15.—"Tl.is is 


where the bullet entered the shirt, 
gentlemen, and this is where the life- 
blood of Major Smith dyed the fabric." 


Coroner N. M. CWster stood over a 


pile of crimson-stained garments and 
showed his jury tbe evidence of Sheriff 
Kmil L. Dosenlmck's terrible crlnut. 
The circuit chamber of the Clayton 
courthouse was hot, crowded and 
filled with the peculiar atmosphere of 
excitement common to all little towns 
where something extraordinary 
has 


happened. 


Sheriff Emll Dosanbacb, the slayer of 


the man whoso remains rested in an 
adjoining room, was not present His 
friends said something about "Dosen- 
bach won't talk," nnd Deputy Sheriff 
Garrett when questioned asserted that 
It "wasn't necessary for tho shooter to 
be at the inquest." But the defend- 
ant's attorney were there, Zooh Mitchell 
and John R. Warfield, and they took 
an abiding Interest In every particle of 
evidence Introduced, 


The coroner's jury consisted of J. B. 


Case, A. B. Canneld, H. L. Wilson, B. 
C. Sperry, L. R. Blackmer and George 
W. Sanders, all residents of Webster 
O roves. 


Within the rail sat Prosecuting At- 


torney R. Leo Mudd, his brother, Oscar 
J. Mudd, Attorney Ous Heldorn, Dr. E. 
M. Nelson, who performed the post 
mortem, and tho several officials of tho 
courthouse. 


Attorney B. F. Webster was the first 


witness examined. Mr. Webster is very 
deaf and all questions wore put to him 
through a brass ear trumpet that ho 
carried and produced from his pants 
pocket when required. Mr. Webster 
oame into the probate courtroom just 
as the slayer and the slain grappled in 
tho fatal struggle. As ho entered the 
door he was in time to see Maj. 
Smith 
on 
his 
hand 
and 


knees, trying to dodge behind the desk 
to save himself from the murderous 
Dosenbach. Through the silence of his 
deafness then, Mr. Webster heard the 
sheriff's pistol ring out. Smith then 
leaped to his feet to wronoh the weapon 
from 
his assailant's grasp. 
They 


clinched and then another and an- 
other shot was fired. Mr. Webster 
out 
of common prudence 
leaped 


for the door, but after the last shot was 
fired looked back. He then saw Smith 
on the floor by the wall to all appear- 
ances dead, Dosenbach stared at his 
victim and then walked out into the 
hall and to his own ofBoe near the door. 
He muttered something about "I've 
killed Maj. Smith," and acted as though 
he were walking and talking in his 
sleep. 


Probate Judge A. J. Shores, in whoso 


office the tragedy was enacted, gave a 
very graphic description of the affair. 
As was his custom, Smith dropped into 
his office to read the morning papers 
and discuss the news of the day. They 
talked ifl the resolution introduced 
into tho camp of Sons of Veterans 
by young Emil Dosonbach to the 
effect that 
the body 
indorse Dr. 


Richard 
Bartholdt 
for 
congress, 


and Maj. Smith said that it would 
break up the organization. Dosenbaoh 
came in and took up the talk. Smith 
said: "You did It," meaning that he 
was at the bottom of the resolution. 
Dosenbaoh then passed the lie,, and 
Smith sprang for his throat. Dosen- 
bach hurled the major from him and 
whipped out his revolver. At sight of 
the weapon poor Smith tried to get be- 
hind the desk, but the murderer shot 
ovor the barrier." 


"Was Smith trying to get away, re- 


allyf'asked ono of the jurors. 


"Yes sir, he was!" 
This little question caused a breeze in 


the crowd. "Slaughter!" "Butchery!" 
"Cold blooded as they make 'em!" mut- 
tered the friends of the dead man, ard 
the marshals demanded order or threat- 
ened to clear the court 


"Jack" Shores and Will Shores, sons 


of the probate judge, who were also 
present, Deputy Sheriff Belleville, Dr. 
E. W. Nelson, who performed the au- 
topsy, and Deputy Sheriff Qarrott, to 
whom Dosenbach surrendered, were 
then examined, but nothing sensational 
was developed. 
Zaeh Mitchell and 


John R. Warflold, attorneys for Dosen- 
bach, attempted several times to "run 
the Inquest." 


"Didn't yon see a knife in Smith's 


hands?" asked Mitchell of Will Shores. 


"No, I didn't." 
"Well, didn't you hoar someone say 


that he hod a knife?" 
"That'll do. The witness Is not tes- 


tifying- to what he has heard in gossip]" 
cried the ooroner. 


Dr. Nelson's testimony was to the 


effect that either of the two bullets 
that entered Smith's body would hove 
caused death. 


The jury returned their verdict very 


quickly after being given the case and 
brought In the usual kind in such cases, 
"holding" Dosenbaoh for the killing. 


It is the general opinion In Clayton 


and the county that things look very 
dark for the sheriff. They believe the 
killing to be a cold-blooded affair, but 
generally assert that "his money'll 
save him from the gallows."

Purchase Aot. 


WASHINOTOH, July 16.—The full text 


of the bill lutroduced by Senator Shor- 
man in the senate for the repeal of part 
of the silver purchase aot Is ae follows: 


A bill for tbe repeal of oartaln parti of tho 


aot directing the purchase of silver bullion, 
and tho Issue of treasury notes thereon, ap- 
proved July 14,1880. 


He it enacted, etc., That so much of thesfore- 


sald aot aa directs tho secretary of tho treas- 
ury to purchase from tlmo to time silver bul- 
lion to the aggregate amount of 4,500,000 ounces, 
or BO much thereof as may bo offered In each 
month, at the market price thereof, and to Is- 
sue In payment for auch purchased of stiver 
bullion, treasury notoe of the United States, to 
hereby repealed, to take effect on tho 1st of 
June, 1803; Provided, That this aot shall not In 
any way affect or Impair or change the legal 
qualities, redemption or use of tho troaaury 
notes Issued under tho aot

Mr. Gladstone was given a hearty re- 


ception at Aberdeen, and cheering 
crowda accompanied him to tho station 
when he started for Bracmar. In conver- 
sation aa the subject of the Midlothian 
election, Mr. Gladstone ascribed his op- 
ponent's large vote to the powerful and 
incessant appeals of the clergymen of 
the established church. Be said that, 
notwithstanding the appeals, the re- 
sult showed that a majority oi thu 
electors of Midlothian favored disestab- 
lishment. Mr. Gladstone said that the 
people, in whose judgment ho had en- 
tire faith, would taach parliament how 
to act in this criiiis, and h« was confi- 
dent that the elections would result In 
a triumph of automony.
